WHEREAS,  the  center  of  activity  to  be  handled  from  the 
yard  has  shifted  from  the  vicinity  of  639  Bryant  Street  to 
the  south  central  portion  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  anticipation  of  the  necessity  for  relocating 
and  increasing  the  facilities  at  the  yard,  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  the  predecessor  of  the  San  Francisco  \^ter 

-9418- 


Department  acquired  property  in  the  years  l88l,  1882  and  1890 
in  the  district  generally  known  as  University  Mound  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  reservoir  and  for  the  future  con- 
struction of  a  yard;  and 

WHEREAS*  about  7*42  acres  of  the  University  Mound  proper- 
ty has  been  used  for  more  than  forty-five  years  for  the 
storage  of  pipe  and  other  purposes  in  conjunction  with  the 
operation  of  the  Bryant  Street  Yard;  and 

WHEREAS    the  said  University  Mound  property  is  favorably 
situated  for' construction  of  facilities  for  all  yard  activi- 
ties and  for  moving  to  it  all  activities  now  carried  on  at  the 
Bryant  Street  Yard;  and 

WHEREAS*  the  acquisition  of  ether  property  for  the  develop 
ment  of  a  new  yard  for  the  Water  Department,    if  suitable 
property  is  obtainable,  would  result  in  groat  and  unnecessary 
cost  to  the  City,  and  removal  of  additional  lands  from  the 
tax  rolls;  and 

WHEREAS f  the  continued  use  of  the  University  Mound 
property  for  the  Water  Department  Yard  and  the  moving  of  the 
remainder  of  the  yard  activities  to  the  site  is  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  uso  being  put  to  extensive  areas  of  neighbor- 
ing properties  for  large  greenhouses  and  their  appurtenant 
heating  plants,  smokestacks,  fertilizer  storage,  and  other 
appurtenant  uses;  and 

WHEREAS'  the  construction  of  the  contemplated  additional 
yard  facilities  at  University  Mound,  together  with  the 
appurtenant  perimeter  landscaping,  will  be  a  distinct  asset 
to  the  district; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  Th^t  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  is  earnestly  requested  to  designate  the  proposed 
additinal  construction  for  the  Water  Department  at  University 
Mound  as  not  in  conflict  with  the  Master  Plan,

At  at  previous  meetings,  the  opposition  to  a  hotel  on  Airport 
property  is  predicated  on  the  premises,  that  such  a  hotel 
would  do  great  violence  to  the  hotel  and  associated  indus- 
tries in  San  Francisco,  an  industry  striving  to  "make  ends 
meet;?,  and  being  a  large  tax  paying  group,  and  having  con- 
tributed through  taxes,  toward  the  construction  of  said  Air- 
port.    The  opposition  further  contended  that  at  the  present 
time,  despite  claims  made  to  the  contrary,  that  there  is  no 
need  for  a  hotel  such  as  that  contemplated;  it  was  suggested 
that  the  promotion  of  such  a  hotel  on  Airport  property,  was 
nothing  other  than  a  "promotion  scheme". 

Speaking  in  opposition  were  Messrs.  Chas.  W.  Keiser,  Harry 
T.  Troupe,  Maurice  Edelman,  Rene  A.  Vayssie,  all  identified 
with  the  San   Francisco  Hotel  Association  and/or  San  Fran- 
cisco Hotel  Employers  Association. 

Mr.  Thomas  Gray,  Manager  of  the  Downtown  Association  urged 
that  the  Commission  postpone  any  action  at  this  meeting,  to 
give  the  matter  more  consideration,  particularly  in  the  light 
of  contradictory  statements,  and  to  study  the  needs  of  such 
a  hotel. 

Commissioner  Baron,  noting  statements  made  to  the  effect  that 
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an  -Airport  Hotel  would  do  groat  harm  to  the    industry  in  San 
Francisco,  stated  that  plane  passengers  coming  to  San 
Francisco,  either  for  business,  pleasure  or  sight  seeing, 
would  not  necessarily  stay  at  the  Airport  Hotel,  save  for  a 
possible  layover;  Commissioner  Baron  also  called  to  attention, 
that  the  Management  of  the  Pittsburgh  Airport,  at  the  Airport 
Operators  Council  Meeting  held  recently  in  Victoria,  B,  C, 
made  the  statement,  that  the  hotel  at  the  Pittsburgh  Airport, 
now  containing  64  rooms,  was  now  adding  thereto  /\h  ad- 
ditional rooms*     This  latter  statement  was  of  particular 
interest,  inasmuch  as  opposition  statements  contended,  that 
a  survey  indicated  no  need  beyond  perhaps  a  very  small  hotel 
at  any  Airport  in  the  United  States, 

Mr.  Fred  Houser,  representing  interests  wishing  to  build  a 
hotel  on  Airport  property,  stated  that  his  company  was  not 
and  will  not  act  in  the  capacity  of  a  promoter;  if  awarded  a 
lease,  the  company  would  build  and  operate    within  the  corpora- 
tion. 

The  matter  was  put  over  for  one  week,  Commissioner  Baron 
voting  against  any  further  delays.

Public  Hearing: 

Before  the  Commission  was  the  matter    of  adoption  of 
a  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges  for  Common  Use  Facilities, 
San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

In  general,  the  proposed  schedule,  deleted  certain  items 
which  do  not  involve  common-use  facilities,  that  is,  U- Drive, 
Operations,  Porter  Service,  Insurance  Vending  Machines.  The 
proposed  schedule,  in    line  with  national  averages  for  major 
airports,  contemplated  adjustment  of  storage  rates  on  a  grada- 
tion basis,  also,  aircraft  operation  charges  based  on  weight 
of  aircraft,  an  increase  of  approximately  $26, 000 •00  per  year, 

Mr.  F.  B.  Butler,  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  recited  pertinent  facts  relating  to  the  proposed 
schedule.    It  was  noted  that  under  present  operations,  no  field 
charge  is  made  for  aircraft  under  10,000  pounds,  and  a  nominal 
charge  of  ftKOO  per  clay  or  ^10.00  per  month  for  storage  is 
levied  on  this  classification  of  aircraft. 

The  cost  to  provide  service  of  storage,  sale  of  petroleum 
products  and  take-offs  (non-scheduled)  amounts  approximately 
566,936.00  per  year,  against  a  revenue  of  "040,341.00. 

At  the  hearing,  major  opposition  was  directed  to  an  alleged 
lack  of  facilities  at  the  Airport  for  light  traffic  planes, 
facilities  such  as    tire  repairs,  periods  of  time  required  for 
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petroleum  products,  lack  of  sanitary  facilities  (premises 
being  locked);  speakers  contended  that  the  lack  of  proper 
facilities  would  indicate  an  effort  on  part  of  Airport 
Management  to  eliminate  small  planes  from  the  field,  nearby- 
fields  not  being  available;  and,  further  contending  that 
the  lack  of  encourgement  for  utilitization  of  the  field 
was  adversely  affecting  the  economic  welfare  of  San  Francisco. 

Speakers  were:  Mr,  Wm.  n*Keefe,  Chas.  F.  Parker,  R.  E.  Halsey, 
Geo.  Towne  and  W.  Zogg. 

President  Victor  S,  Swanson  stated  that  the  matter  would  be 
taken  under  advisement  and  to  permit  of  time  to  make  a  study 
for  the  correction,  if  possible,  of  the  lack  of  proper 
facilities. 


The  Commission  extended  congratulations  to  Mr.  Tom  OfConnor 
of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  to  Mr.  H.  E.  Lloyd,  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Division,  upon  the  successful  adjudication 
in  the  Federal  Courts,  in  favor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  vs    T,  E.  Connolly,  in  the  matter  of  a  claim  of 
some  §190,000.00,  arising  out  of  the  construction  oft  roads 
to  Hetch  Hetchy  Cherry  Valley  Project,  m)
